We trust the Kepubllciins of this 
city realize the trivial purl they have 
taken in the caucuses which were 
held this week, in determining the 
choice of a presidential candidate nt 
Chicago next June. The last analy- 
sis will show that those who went to 
the polls on Tuesday were permitted 
to vote for a group of gentlemen, 
previously agreed upon by Mf. Hat- 
Held, chairman of the city committee, 
and Mr. Powers, acting for the Taft 
committee. These gentlemen, will in 
one case go to a district convention 
and vote for two delegates, ulready 
selected by ihe party congressional 
committee, and these delegates will 
go to Chicago and vote as they please 
for the parly candidate. Where does 
the individual voter fit into a Bystem 
like this. He might just as well 
go down to the sands of the 
shore and register his opinions 
where the tide will erase all traces 
within 24 hours. And yet. Represen- 
tative Garcelon of this city, reserves 
his right to oppose the beginnings of 
a plan for direct nominations Just sub- 
mitted to the Legislature. Does he 
represent this city in taking this at- 
titude? 


The recommendation of the Com- 
mittee on Metropolitan AfTalrs to en- 
ter upon an elaborate and expensive 
system of boulevards thruout the 
Metropolitan district, is one which 
this city ought to view with great 
concern. It Is true that the advo- 
cates have devised a clever financial 
scheme to keep down the initial ex- 
penses. but with an ultimate cost of 
upwards of two millions, ihe final bur- 
den will come upon the taxpayer who 
Is even now bearing more lhan he 
ought of these so called "improve- 
ments.” In connection with this mat- 
ter It behooves the residents of New- 
ton to go 9low in udvoeatlng the pur- 
chase of new territory to be added 
to the metropolitan park system. The 
theory that we ought to “get our 
share" may seem desirable, but we 
ought to adopt a rigid policy of oppos- 
ing every extension in these costly 
improvements. 

Interest In the proposed change In 
taxation laws still continues in the 
limited circle of those who realize the 
importance of that subject. Argu- 
ments in favor and opposition have 
been recently heard at the Slate 
House and the end Is not yet. New- 
ton taxpayers will admit the import- 
ance of this subject in case the prin- 
cipal changes advocated by the Tax- 
ation commission, are put into effect. 
One change alone will raise our pres- 
ent tax rate over $1.00. 

Public sentiment is evidently In 
favor of accepting the six cent fare 
on our local street railways, as a 
sound business proposition. It has 
been suggested however, that an ef- 
fort should be made by the street rail- 
way company to provide five cent fares 
lor workingmen during certain hours 
of ti.e duy. or on special cars. It would 
also be a great convenience in ihe 
way ot making ebanee if trip tickets, 
five for thirty cents, for Instance, were 
issued by the company.

SIX CENT FARES 

Protests against six-cent fares on 
the Middlesex & Boston and the Na- 
tick & Cochltuate street railways 
wore heard by the Railroad Commis- 
sioners at Boston Tuesday forenoon; 
but the public hearing developed less 
Interest than some of the local meet- 
ings on the same subject recently. 
Wellesley secured an Indefinite post- 
ponment on its petition, intending to 
consider the companies' statements 
at the recent mass meeting and make 
further study before presenting its 
case. Ashland and Natick had no of- 
ficial present to speak on their peti- 
tions when their cases were called. 

Rev. John E. Crowley, president ot 
the Hopkinton Board of Trade, said 
the increase bore hard on many resi- 
dents of this town, who were obliged 
to ride to and from their work in Na- 
tick or South Framingham every day. 
If the company could not restore five- 
cent fares generally, he urged that 
workingmen’s fares or tickets at the 
old rate might be Introduced for cer- 
tains hours morning and evening to 
accommodate the wage earners. 

President J. L. Richards and Gen. 
Alan. AL C. Brush represented the 
company. President Richards said 
the company had considered the ef- 
fect of slx-cent fares on all classes 
of patrons before making the in- 
crease. It would have been possible 
to continue at the old rate if the com- 
pany had been ready to cut the wages* 
of its employees to the level of sev- 
eral years ago. But this would have 
meant poor service, he Telt Rure. He 
thought the communities served by 
the company preferred fair* rates and 
good service to low rates and poor , 
.service. 

He submitted a statement of the fi- 
nancial condition of the companies as 
an indication of the justifiability or 
the Increase to slx-cent fares, and of 
fered to bear the expense of an audit 
to satisfy the Board of its correctness. 
He also arranged to have the Board 
furnished with a copy of the appraised 
values of the street railways in the 
Boston Suburban Electric Companies 
system as recently made by an expert [ 
engineer. 

The increased expense of materials 
and or operation, he said, he made it 
absolutely necessary to Increase the j 
fares if the companies were to con- ! 
Untie in business and give the public 
their accustomed service. The hear- 
ing was then closed, and the Board 
took the protests under advisement. 

The hearing on the proposed in- 
crease to six cents where transfers 
are given on the Newton Street Rail- 
way lines, will take place next Tues- 
day morning.

E. Murdock, the tragedian, and Prof.

At the time of (fie War of the Re- 
bellion, (luring a residence In Law- 
rence. Mrs. Walton by her individual 
efforts turned the waning sympathies 
ot the people toward the Sanitary 
Commission. A public address de- 
livered by her. resulted In a “Fair” 
that netted nearly $7,000 for the use 
of the Commission. 

Mrs. Walton was a co-author with 
her husband of a series of arithme- 
tics. Her belief in the right of wo- 
man with man, to he rated at her 
worth, and to be credited with her 
work, was intensified by the decision 
of the publishers that her name 
should be withheld from the title page 
of the arithmetic she had helped to 
prepare: from believing simply in the 
right of woman suffrage, she became 
an earnest advocate for the complete 
enfranchisement of woman. 

Mrs. Walton believed that through 
suffrage the cause of temperance and 
kindred reforms would be best ad- 
vanced. and was the president of the 
Westfield W. (’. T. V. for some years. 

Site was eminently religious in 
practice and faith. She was president 
of the Suffrage League, a defender of 
dumb animals, and pleader for the 
lives ot birds. She was a trustee for 
lineteeii years ot the Hannah Pierce 
nnd to be used in the preparation of 
.vonhy young girls for teaching; for- 
y-five have been beiielittoil by it. 

But now look where we may, that 
lighted face Will smile no more upon 
us: she has fought a good light, she 
has finished her work nobly and well, 
and there is laid up for her a crown 
of glory. 

To us, she can live only In memory. 
Let us cherish that memory and ex- 
ample and live on and work on with 
high and noble purpose, to make this 
a purely Educational Club, aiming to 
lift its members to a higher plane ol 
living, embracing all that will tend to 
the uplifting ot woman: and may we 
copy her simply serenity of purpose.” 

Mrs. Phipps followed ami said; “No 
place could be more filling for this 
memorial service than tit is in which 
>vn meet today: a place with which 
her loving spirit was so familiar and 
for so many faithful years! This ser- 
vice is noi a formality, but before ail 
things else a spontaneous and loving 
memorial and testimony, heartfelt as 
the gathering of a group at home. 
Love and honor never more willingly, 
more delicately, or more deeply met 
than now. In the tribute we pay to 
this rare spirit whose light shone 
among us as a member of this club 
for twenty-eight years: for twenty 
years its devoted president: — Our 
Honorary Presldeni for the last eight 
years. 

The sense of loss is overwhelming 
and needs no emphasis, O, that I 
might adequately give expression to 
our loyalty to her memory, that mem- 
ory so sacred to our hearts, so beauti- 
ful, so Inspiring! 

Our truest bonds of fellowship are 
noi material: they are not even in 
institutions, hut they are in the pres- 
ence and ascendency among ns of 
those who embody qualities which 
wo in common, delight to honor.

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AN EDITOR'S DUTY 

Mr. A. P. Langtry, editor of the 
Springfield Union, recently spoke to 
Ihe Republican Editorial Association 
of Massachusetts as follows: — 

The editor in his every day life 
best illustrates the principles and 
idea of loyalty. He must always be 
loyal to hlB community and its citi- 
zens. It is considered his duty to en- 
large on all the good points and glosB 
over all the had ones in his town. 
If there is a movement in his continu- 
ity for the betterment of conditions 
he must always be the leader regard- 
less of the self-sacrifice It may Im- 
pose and In return he gets no compen- 
sation and no credit. Everyone says 
the editor simply did his duty and 
why should he be praised for doing 
his duty. If there is a movement for 
charity, by the power of publicity he 
must make it a success. He must 
contribute tens and, perhaps hundreds 
of dollars of space in his paper, space 
as valuable to him as the goods to 
the merchant. Then he must go into 
ecstasies over the generosity of the 
merchants, many of whom I regret 
to say are in the habit of contribu- 
ting a $5 prize on a ?10 basis. He 
does all these things simply because 
of loyalty to the community aud if 
be fails to do what the people think 
Is his duty, he is derided on all sldeB, 
by the merchant who does not adver- 
tise, and the man who borrows his 
newspaper. We admire loyalty on 
the battlefield and on the quarterdeck. 
That kind of loyalty gains praise of 
friend and foe alike but it takes as 
much courage to be loyal 365 days 
in the year and it is my sincere hope 
that some day the editor will get his 
Just desertB. 

There is a spirit of discontent- sweep- 
ing over the land. A chain of newspap- 
ers„ a newspaper trust owned by a mul- 
ti-millionaire with political am bl: ions 
Is largely responsible. The damage 
has been done by the use of printers 
ink and the only way that it can be 
undone is by the liberal use of print- 
ers ink. The yellow press uses vigo- 
rous English. It goes at a proposi- 
tion with hammers and tongs. If we 
■would meet the issue squarely we 
too must indulge in vigorous English. 
It is not necessary that we ubo double 
column 10 pt. but It is necessary that 
we strike back with vigor, that we 
fight the devil with fire. The elec- 
tion is this State and in the Nation 
is in danger and it is our duty to fight 
for the Republican ticket, not from 
loyalty to the party but from loyalty 
to the country, in this election, law, 
order and government are all on the 
Republican side and we must fight 
not to save the party hut to save the 
country. It is not the duty of the Re- 
publican Editor to blindly support the 
party. It is his duty to fight to keep 
the party right but he serves his 
party best who refuses to be a party 
tool. If the party indorses wrong 
principles or nominates bad men the 
Republican editor should bolt the 
party. We need loyalty this fall as 
almost never before and there is no 
occasion for bolting the party either 
because of its principles or Us candi- 
dates. We know that Eben Draper is 
an ideal citizen, Just the man to be 
Governor of this grand old Common- 
wealth. For second place there are 
several candidates aud we know them 
all and know that they are all well 
qualified. It may be that one of us, 
an editor, will be the candidate and 
If he is we shall all gladly and loyally 
support him. There are many candi- 
dates for President and all are fit. It 
makes but little difference whether 
the leader be Hughes, Taft, Knox or 
Cannon, he will be a man of whom we 
can well be proud. We must fight 
this fall as if we were on the battle- 
field and we must remember that the 
editor Is a thousand times better 
qualified to make the fight than is 
the orator. The pen Is mightier than 
the spellbinder. We must be vigo- 
rous In our defense. We muBt fight 
from now until the people have once 
again put the Republican party in 
control of the natlou. the party that 
John Hay so aptly said is the “Party 
fit to govern.” 

THE MERGER 

The following Interview with Cou- 
gresHUian Ames of Lowell contains 
many interesting facts regarding the 
proposed merger of the New Haven 
and the Boston & Maine Railroad 
companies. 

"1 would, says Mr. Ames, “protect 
the state at all hazards from losing 
control of its complete supervision 
over its railroads and its corporations 
and not only would not favor a de- 
crease, but would rather require an 
Increase of such supervision and regu- 
lation. I am in accord with Gov. 
Guild on the railroad situation as ex- i 
pressed in Ills recent Inaugural ad- 
dress. At the same time, I am not 
blind to the facts and conditions that 
actually exist or to the real neces- 
sity of bettering the wretched service, 
both passenger and freight, that we 
who reside in the district served by 
the Boston ft Maine ure forced to en- 
dure. 

“Nowhere in the United Slates can 
be found a community of the size of 
Lowell, within a radius of 30 miles of 
a largo center like Boston, so poorly 
served with passenger and frleght ac- 
comodations. 

"With the express trains to Boston, 
coming from the north, almost invari- 
ably late, and the refusal to check 
baggage lo points on the New Haven 


or Boston & Albany roads, almost any 
change would be a blessing. 

“The reduction in the number of 
our passenger trains and the excessive 
demurrage on coal and frfeght, with 
from one to two weeks time required 
to get frleght from Lowell to Boston, 
may all be attributed to shortage of 
money, cars, engines and equipment 
of the Boston & Maine, but such ac- 
counting does not ofTer relief. 

"We must face the conditions that 
exist; then analyze the situation with 
a view to securing the greatest eco- 
nomic and commercial benefits and to 
providing protection to the individual 
and the state by every possible safe- 
guard. 

"With others who have lived in the 
district served by tbe Boston & Maine, 
t Know Irom constant and unkind ex- 
perience of the poor and Inadequate 
service rendered by that comparison. 
Our boards of trade, our merchants, 
our manufacturers have pleaded again 
and again in vain for better service 
and cheaper rates. 

"For 30 years or more the rate of 
85 cents per ton of coal has been 
charged from Boston to Lowell, a dis- 
tance of 26 1-2 miles, or at a rate of 
3 3-10 cents per ton mile, while the 
average cost of coal haul in the Uni- 
ted States is only eight-tenths of a 
cent per ton mile, 

"In an effort to better the condition 
of my own immediate district, I en- 
deavored to obtain a certificate of ex- 
igency under the Interurban law, for 
a new road between Boston and Low- 
ell. My first attempt was defeated, 
largely through the efforts of this 
same railroad , which is not only un- 
able lo give adequate facilities, but is 
now even endeavoring to prevent the 
fulfillment of the desires of the peo- 
ple of Lowell and Lawrence, as well 
as all the intermediate towns to Bos- 
ton, for further accomodations. We 
who have fought against the existing 
conditions, fully realize that any 
change could be only for the better. 

“1 understand that the Boston ft 
Maine stock acquired by the New Ha- 
ven was not primarily sought after by 
the Now Haven but was itself seeking 
a market. This stock though suffi- 
cient to practically control the Boston 
& Maine, has not been controlled or 
owned by the Massachusetts or even 
New England people for a long time. 
This stock was placed in the hands of 
brokers for sale. Among other pos- 
sible customers, the brokers applied 
to Lhose In charge of New Haven in- 
terests, with the result that the stock 
was acquired by New Haven people, 

"While it is to bo regretted it is 
nevertheless a fact not to be lost 
sight of that Massachusetts people 
have not seemed sufficiently inter- 
ested in the Boston ft Maine railroad 
I to acquire control, or even show a de- 
1 sire to control this large block of 
■ stock. It might have been purchased 
and the Boston & Maine so controlled 
by any other railroad in the United 
States, or even by a railroad of some 
foreign country. Since the control- 
; Hng interest has passed away where 
i could it better go than to the New Ha- 
ven railroad, which is really a south- 
ern New England ratlroad system? 

I “It would have been unfortunate, 

I from our point of view, had It gone In- 
| to the hands of the New York Cen- 
tral, after the experience Massachu- 
setts people have had with the Boston 
1 & Albany lease, nor are we ready to 
have it go Into the hands of Mr. 
Harriman in the interest of the Dela- 
ware and Hudson. It would have 
been a national misfortune to have 
' had this stock control passed Into the 
hands of either the Canadian Pacific 
or the Grand Trunk. The interests of 
those concerned in these properties 
would be primarilly to develop Cana- 
| dian ports. 

i “With the control of the railroad 
that serves the entire business of 
northern New England in the hands 
of other than citizens of the United 
States, should a difficulty arise be- 
tween this country and Great Britian 
and Canada, how easy It would be for 
the greater part of the rolling stock 
of the Boston & Maine railroad to be 
found across the Canadian line when 
trouble actually arose. 

“Under these circumstances, which 
must be understood and accepted as 
necessary to a proper determinal ion 
or the question. If Massachusetts citi- 
zens are unwilling to invest their 
money In this large block of Boston & 
Maine stock, is not the control of it 
by the New Haven preferable to own- 
ership by any other interests? 

“Certain results must necessarily 
follow from united management of 
pracitally the whole New Eugland 
railroad system. The interests of 
New England and of the great terri- 
tory west of the Hudson river, from 
a railroad point of view, are in con- 
flict. The New England railroads are 
not strictly speaking, trunk lines, but 
are great distributing and collecting 
systems. There must always be a 
diversity of Interest in Ihe division of 
rales between the railroad systems of 
New England and the trunk lines 
west of the Hudson river. It is plain 
that If the New England railroads can 
be handled as a unit, better rates for 
New England merchants and shippers 
can be obtained lhan if the New’ Eng- 
land railroads are separately contend- 
ing for through traffic. 

“A striking instance of the conse- 
quence which may result from the 
lack of unity of management and act- 
ion appears in the present controver- 
sy between the New England roads 
and the trunk lines west of the Hud- 
son river over the per dlam charges 
imposed by the western roads for the 



tint of the frleght cars while on New- 
England tracks. A short time ago the 
charge per day was 22 cents, which 
wna Increased to 25 cents, and within 
a year increased arbitrarllly to 50 
cents per day per car. 

•According to the report for the 
year ending June 30, 1907, the net cost 
to the New- Haven railroad for this 
one item exceeded $300,000. The same 
Item cost the Boston ft Maine rail- 
road over $900,000. With the same 
number of cars at 50 cents per day, 
the net coat to the Boston ft Maine of 
per dlnm charges for the current year 
will be approximately $1,800,000, or 6 
per cent, on the capital stock of the 
road, and something over 1 per cent 
on the capital stock of the New Haven 
rallrond, all of which must, of course, 
be paid by the public In the end. 

“If the New England railroads 
could, however, act as a unit in re- 
sisting this excessive charge, it is cer- 
tainly to be expected that a satisfac- 
tory arrangement could be obtained 
with the trunk lines west of the Hud- 
son river. Under present conditions, 
frleght shipped from any part of the 
Boston ft Maine system to any part 
of the New- Haven system in less 
than carload lots, must be transfered 
at junction points, unavoidibly caus- 
ing delay and additional expense, 
which would, of course, be avoided If 
the two roads were united under a 
single control. 

"Great advantages would be de- 
rived from the ability to interchange 
equipment. The possibiities which 
exist for uniting under a progressive 
management w’ould necessarily con- 
duce to the welfare of the business 
sections of New England. The sys- 
tems united should have no interests 
outside of New England. They must 
make their living on the communi- 
ties which they serve. Their indi- 
vidual interest would, then, naturally 
be to develope an interchange of bus- 
iness between all those communities 
in which their lines are operated. 

"The New England railroad has 
proceeded farther than the Boston & 
Maine with the elimination of grade 
crossings, with the purchase of new 
and up-to-date equiqment, with the in- 
troduction of fast passenger and 
frleght Bervlce and with the reduction 
of passenger fares. It has by Im- 
provent of its roadbed, reconstruction 
of bridges, straighting of tracks, etc., 
vastly improved the conveniences of 
travel between Boston and New York. 

“If, under a joint control, the New 
Haven system of elect riflcat.ion-such 
as has already been adopted at Ihe 
New York end of the road as far as 
Stamford -should be introduced at ‘he 
Boston end of that line, It would he 
possible to operate trains between 
Boston and suburban points by elec- 
tricity more frequently and with far 
greater comfort to passengers, practi- 
cally ellmiate the nuisance of smoke 
and save the great expense of switch 
ing at both stations. Great possibilities 
for improvement In suburban travel 
would be opened up by the construct 
Ion of the tunnel between the North 
and South stations which has been 
spoken of. 

“This would admit of operating 
trains by electricity from suburban 
points on the Boston & Maine, through 
the tunnel, to suburban points on the 
New Haven, and would greatly reduce 
the number of train movements re- 
quired by constant switching in both 
the North and South stations, proba- 
bly suitable and adequate for the 
needs of the travelling public for 
many years to come.”

SCHOOL COMMITTEE REPORT 

The annual report of the School 
committee for 1907 has Just been is- 
sued from the GRAPHIC press and is 
a most IntoreBtlng document of some 
160 pages, fully Illustrated with half 
tones of the principal school buildings 
and the floor plans of the proposed i 
new Technical High School. The 
cover design Is from the pen of Miss 
Margaret Tyler of the High School 
class of 1909, whose design was se- 
lected in competition. 

The report of the Chairman calls 
attention to the need of new school 
buildings In the southern part of ward 
One, and the north side of West New- 
ton, and endorses the scheme of 
granting the most skilful teachers, 
leave of absence for study. 

The report of Dr. F. E. Spaulding, 
the superintendent, contains much In- 
teresting matter. Two special ad- 
dresses, one on salaries, efficiency 
and improvement of teachers, and 
one on "What are you Doing?, Why 
are you Doing it? ,Why do you do it that 
Way? are given in full and cover the 
Hubjects fully. Another Interesting 
feature of the report is a full discus- 
sion of the dally school session, giv- 
ing advantages and disadvantages 
and opinions of prominent educators, 
physicians, etc., on this much debated 
question. Dr. Spaulding himself fa- 
vors the plan Just put into force in 
the Newton Centre district. Eye tests 
made during the year of 4760 pupils 
showed 666 defective in vision. Other 
subjects discussed Include the money 
value of the time of children in school 
— a new point of view for many — the 
no school signal, and the possibility 
of overworking the puipls. 

The secretary’s report shows that 
there has been an Increase in the 
Bchool enrolment over the previous

year and that there ts also a material 
increase In the cost per pupil. The 
total expenditures for 1907 were $264,- 
490.33, of which amount $216,570.35 
was paid out In salaries. 

In 1905-06 Ihe total school enrol- 
ment was 6859, and for 1906-07, 6942, 
a gain of eighty-three. The average 
number of pupils belonging in the 
past year was 6223.1, againBt 6012.0 
for the previous year, a gain of 211.1. 
The dally average attendance has 
been 5757.2, making an average daily 
per cent of attendance of 91.2, which 
Ih a drop from that of the year before 
of .6. The total enrolment in the 
evening schools showed a decrease. 
For the paBt year there wore eighty- 
seven females and three hundred 
males enrolled, while in 1905-06 there 
wore 409 pupils enrolled. 

In connection with the gain In the 
number of regular school pupils it 1 b 
noted that the cost of tuition per pu- 
pil has Bhown a decided increase. 
The expense per pupil based on the 
average number belonging, 1906-07, 
was $42.48, against $41.39 for the year 
before. The expense for each pupil 
based on the amount expended under 
the direction of the school committee 
for the year, or the correct cost, was 
$40.71, a gain of $1.27 per pupil over 
Ihe preceding year. The Individual 
cost for books and supplies for the 
past year was $2.78. 

While the foregoing figures apply 
lo all the pupils In the public schoolB, 
the expense In the High School was 
much greater, taken apart. The total 
enrolment in that building was 983. 
with an average daily attendance of 
868.8. The total expense was $62,- 
486.79, of which $46,738.75 was paid 
for instruction. Based on the total 
number belonging the cost per pupil 
was $67.66. Of the total enrolment 
there were 782 kiudergartners and 
6160 in all other grades.

The estimated population of New- 
ton is 33,064. To provide for the pu- 
pils there are twenty-four school- 
houses, with a total of 180 occupied 
rooms in May, 1007. The total value 
of school buildings, furniture, and land 
Is $1,349,500. Of this amount the 
High School takes up $310,000. There 
are 86 grammar grades, 6B primary 
grades and 16 kindergartens. There 
are 9 male and 29 female teachers in 
the High School, besides 3 special 
teachers, 7 male and 167 female teach- 
ers In grammar and primary schools 
and 30 kindergarten teachers. There 
Is a supervisor of drawing, supervisor 
of primary and lower grades, super- 
visor of kindergartens, 2 supervisors 
of physical culture. The list shows 
that there are 3 teachers of sewing, 2 
of sloyd, 1 of music, 1 of penmanship 
and 1 of nature study, making a total 
list of 248. 

A NEEDED CHANGE IN OUR SYS- 
TEM OF TAXATION 

The report of the receBS Commis- 
sion ou Taxation has focused public 
attention upon the need of a change 
in our system of taxation. It Is well 
known to every one that under the 
present system the greater portion 
of Intangible property escapes taxa- 
tion. Where an attempt Is made to 
enforce the present law, It is simply 
met with evasion and perjury upon 
the part of tho majority of people who 
are liable to taxation on intangible 
property. Statistics show that the 
proportion, if not the actual amount, 
of Intangible property taxed is stead- 
ily decreasing; yet It must be appar- 
ent to every one that the Increase of 
this class of property has been as 
great as, If not greater .than, the in- 
crease of real estate value. This la 
proof or the widespread evasion. The 
effect of this evasion of the law ei- 
ther by perjury or concealment is ex- 
ceedingly demoralizing, and must to 
a measure affect the general moral 
character of those who are guilty, 
even If a judge of a high court in 
another State has declared that “per- 
jury in connection with a man’s f FX 
list does not afreet hfs general credi- 
bility under oath." 

Under present conditions real es- 
tate bears the greater burden of 
taxes, and unless some method is 
found wherby more revenue can be 
secured from intangible personal 
property, real and tangible personal 
property must continue to pay nearly 
90 per cent, of the taxes levied. From 
this we see that real estate and tan- 
gible personalities bear a far larger 
proportion of the constantly Increas- 
ing expenses of our communities than 
does intangible property. Yet there 
cannot be much doubt but that the 
Value of the latter class Is equal to 
that of the others. 

Great injustice arises from ihe fail- 
ure of our present system, because, 
while the helpless, the ignorant or the 
unusually conscientious may pay 
taxes on a fair valuation, the wealthy 
or unscrupulous owner of Intangibles 
pays little or nothing. This is best 
Illustrated in the case of widows or 
orphans who have been left a few 
thousand dollars, and the record Is 
found In the Probate Court by the as- 
sessors. They are taxed on the full 
amount, which generally means that 
their taxes equal 30 to 50 per cent, of 
the income upon which they are de- 
pendent; while a much wealthier 
neighbor pays on a nominal assess- 
ment. so that his taxes represent less 
than 4 or 6 per cent, of his income, — 
in fact, the municipality is fortunate 
if It gets from him so large n propor- 
tion as that. 

This general tendency to evade tax- 
ation not only demoralizes a man, but 
tends to deaden his sense of responsl- 
bility to the State. So much of a 
farce is our present system that it 
has become a mere truism that tax 
fails most heavily upon those who can 
' least afford to pay It. 

The problem which presents itself 
for solution is this: How can the niu- 
, nicipallties reach this class of intan- 
gible property and secure from it a 
r larger return, and at the same time 
equalize the burden of taxation? In 
! the State of Ohio, where the laws are 
I the most drastic. It has been found 
Impossible to force honest deelara- 
« tions. There, under such laws, the 
. amount of intangible property as- 
I Bessed decrease from $162,000,000 in 
I 1893 to $147,000,000 In 1906. The gen- 
I eral result where stringent laws are 
enacted and enforced Is either to ac- 
I complish nothing, or lo drive the 
wealthier persons from the State, 
thus throwing the burden of taxation 
more heavily on the less fortunate 
classes, who cannot afford to move 
from one locality to the other merely 
for the sake of evading their taxes. 
One effect of such nn exodus from any 
locality is that the tax rate is raised 
and the value -of real estate is low- 
ered, to say nothing of the general 
loss of business to the community. 
Therefore, it seems that some 
method must be adopted which will 
induce greater returns, attract more 
intangible properly, and enable peo- 
ple to hold a greater amount of such 
property which la subject to taxation. 

It is interesting to note that the lo- 
calities In our own State which have 
attracted the greatest amount of in- 
tangible property for taxation are 
those which have had the lowest tax 
rate, and it Is still more interesting 
to note that the States which are se- 
curing the best results in the taxation 
or intangible property are Maryland 
and Pennsylvania, which have estab- 
lished a low and uniform rate for this 
class of property. 

In Baltimore in 1896, when intangi- 
ble property was taxed at the full 
“ local rate, which was then about $20 
per $1,000, the assessment was not 
more than $6,000,000. The following 
year, when the tax wau reduced lo 
about $4.60 per $1,000, tho assessment 
increased more than ninefold. Since 
that time the assessment has nearly 
trebled, and Baltimore la now tarlntt 
twenty -five limes aa much of Ihla rlnaa 
of properly na II laxed In 1896 at the 
higher rale. An Inlereallng compari- 
son can ha made between Hoaton and 
Baltimore. According lo eallmates 
ruin lulled by the bourd of assessors 
it appears that In 1907 about $110. 
000,000 of Intangible property was hh 
sesued in Boston. This Included 
money on hand, on deposit and at in 
tereal: debts due to taxpayers; mu 
nicipul bonds and other public Blocks 
or securities; shares of foreign cor 
potations; and bonds of all corpora 
tions, domestic and foreign. At the 
• same time, In Baltimore, under the 


operation of the uniform tax, the ae- 
■cRiment upon shares of foreign cor- 
porations and bonds of domestic and 
foreign corporations amounted to 
• 150,900,000. 

The recess Commission on Taxation 
gave a large part of its time to the 
study of this subject, and has unani- 
mously recommended to the Legisla- 
ture that the tax on intangible prop- 
erty be made uniform throughout the 
State, and then be reduced to the rate 
of three mills on each dollars of the 
assessed valuation. This plan has en- 
listed bo much interest and seems to 
meet such general approval through- 
out the State that a number of promi 
nent citizens representing organized 
lahor, business and professional men 
have thought it well to form a com- 
mittee for the purpose of advocating 
the adoption of this proposed three 
mill tax on intangible property. They 
Invite all those who favor this plan to 
cooperate with them in arousing pub- 
lic Interest and urging favorable con- 
sideration of the the question by the 
Legislature. 

The so-called three-mill tax is based 
upon the theory that the average citi- 
zen is naturally honest, and if given 
a Tair opportunity would rather bear 
his just burden of public expense 
than perjure or debase himself by 
evasion; but under our present sys- 
tem, if he holds intangible property 
he 1 r practically forced, as a matter 
of self-protection, to evade his taxes, 
because ihe average tax rate would 
take from him 30 to 60 per cent, of 
hia im ome, which approaches con- 
fiscation. Real property is made to 
bear the taxes by the charging of a 
higher rent, but the owner of intangi- 
bles has no ouch recourse. 

This uniform tax at the rate of 
three mills on the dollar is proposed 
in the belief that there will be less 
tendency to evasion, and that those 
who desire to pay their taxes can af- 
ford to hold taxable, Intangible prop- 
erly, thus adding more property of 
this class to be assessed. It is also 
believed that it will put an end to the 
practice of changing residence for 
the purpose of evading taxation. This 
will decrease the tendency toward 
concentration of a large amount of 
personal property in certain favored 
localities. Making the tax $3 per 
$1,000 will enlist public opinion In 
favor of the enforcement of any laws 
which are made to enable the asses- 
sors to find this elusive class of prop- 
erly. In two states, Pennsylvania and 
Maryland, where this plan has been 
tried, experience has shown that un- 
der the reduced rates the amount of 
intangible wealth declared for taxa- 
tion has Increased enormously, and 
that the portion of revenue derived 
from this cIbbs of property is greatly 
increased. This bill submitted by the 
commission, providing for the taxa- 
tion of Intangible property al the rate 
of three mills on the dollar, contains 
many administrative provisions which 
are calculated to greatly facilitate the 
collection of the tax. and It is predict- 
ed that the result of the plan will be 
even better in Massachusetts than in 
the other two States where the plan 
has been tried. 

Snmmary of the Provisions of the 
Three-mill Tax Bill. 

[Note. — Intangible property (i. e. 
money, credits, bonds of public or pri- 
vate corporations and stock of foreign 
corporations) is now taxed at the full 
local tax rate in each city or town of 
this State. Thi6 rate varies from $7 
$30 per $1,000, the average throughout 
the State being about $17 per $1,000.] 

The proposed law reduces the rate 
to three mills on each dollar ($3 per 
$1,000) of all tangible property, and 
provides that this rate shall be the 
same in all cities and towns in tno 
State. It imposes no new tax on any 
class of properly, and in methods of 
assessment and collection follows at 
most points the present law. Intang- 
ible property Is to be assessed to the: 
owner in the town or city where he 
resides on the first day of May. On 
this class of property taxpayers arc to, 
be required to make a return under j 
oath, on a separate blank. Assessors! 
are allowed to ask reasonable and j 
necessary questions, in order to test j 
the accuracy of the statement, but no' 
record will be made of the parllcu- 1 
lars. This arrangement protects the 
public interests, and at the same time 
secures greater privacy for the indi- 
vidual. 

No return is required, however, of 
the bonds of Massachusetts counties 
or municipalities, or of the bonds of 
Massachusetts corporations. Tho law 
provides that the tax shall bo deduct 
cd by the corporal ion when paying In- 
terest to the bondholder. This pro- 
vision insures the collection of the 
entire tux on these securities, and at 
the same time makes it unnecessary 
for the owner to make a return on 
them. 

After reducing the tax to a reason- 
able rate, the proposed law contains 
new provisions intended to enforce 
the collection of tho tax and to make 
evasion more difficult. A penalty of 
50 per cent, is provided for failure to 
render a return of luxubic property. 
(Cxecutors, administrators and trust- 
ees are required lo register their var- 
ious estates and benellcluries with the 
tax commissioner, who is to report 
this Information to the cities or towns 
where the taxes ou the estates so re- 
ported are payable, Other provisions 
are made which will make tax eva- 
sion more difficult. 

A final provision of much interest 
and Importance is that which author- 
izes Slate supervision of tho assess- 
ment of intangible property. The Tax 
Commissioner Is authorized to list for 
taxutlon in any city or town property 
which has been omitted by the local 
assessors, and to revise valuations 
when necessary. Assessors are re- 
quired to 1*011) ply strictly with the 
law, and provisions are mado where- 
by perfect supervision may be main- 
tained. 

It 1 h also provided in this bill that 
when a man changes his residence 
the assessors of the city or town to 
which he removes shall, until he files 
a sworn declaration of his properly, 
assess him for an amount not less 
than that for which he was assessed 
In the place of hla last residence. 

Money, credit, stocks and bonds 
whh-h are the monied capital of any 
banker or broker, are to be assessed 
at the same rate as merchandise and 
other stock in trade.

One feature of Mayor Hutchinson's 
administration of the liquor law, 
which Is causing considerable worry 
on the part of those Interested, is his 
probable attitude towards the grant- 
ing of licenses of the sixth class to 
druggists, and to the so called "pony ' 
expresses. The stricter element In 
the temperance ranks, Is urging the 
city government to refuse to grant the 
usual druggists licenses this year, 
simply as an experiment. They claim 
that druggists will still have the right, 
to sell alcoholic liquors on a physi- 
cian’s certificate or prescription, and 
that the legitimate demand for liquor 
will thereby be satisfied. We do not 
wholly agree with this theory, and are 
of the opinion that the present meth- 
od is working in a satisfactory man- 
ner. It is true that there are prob- 
ably minor abuses In the present li- 
cense system, but they are Innate to 
the liquor traffic, and cannot be eradi- 
cated until the mlllenlum arrives. We 
fear that if druggists' licenses are re- 
fused, the pernicious kitchen barroom 
will spring up all over the city, and 
inflict a far more serious damage than 
what we now experience. Moreover 
the inconvenience and additional ex- , 
pense involved the citizen in actual ; 
need of liquor for medicinal purposes, 
under the so called “eighth class 11 ' 

cense"' would be so great that the dan- 
ger of an increased “YES"’ vote next 
fall would become serious. A strict 
enforcement of the present plan, we 
believe, would be most satisfactory 
to the public in general. 

All the parents in the Bigelow 
school district ought to read the words 
of Dr. Spaulding, Superintendent of 
Schools, in the annual report of the 
department, just Issued, relative to 
the one session plan now in vogue in 
that district. Dr. Spaulding says the 
one session as practised in the Bige- 
low district Is a "serious mis- 
take”. Sometime parents will awak- 
en to the fact that both the mental and 
physical well being of their children 
are being needlessly impaired by a 
five hour school session. 

An interesting feature of the pres- 
ent street railway situation in this 
city, is the fact that it costs five 
cents to reach the south side of the 
city from Newton or West Newton, 
and six cents to return.

Women’s Clubs Department 

On Wednesday morning, the Social 
Science Club and its guests, had the 
great pleasure of listening to a lecture 
on "John Harvard” by Dean Hodges 
of Cambridge. 

The reconstruction of John Har- 
vard's life (made possible by the find- 
ing of his father’s will in 1884 by Mr. 
Waters, Harvard *65, and subsequent 
research in the archives of Stratford 
and Southwark) shows that he was 
born In Southwark in 1607, attended 
St. Saviour’s School in that place, and 
matriculated at Emmanuel College, 
Cambridge where he was made Bach- 
elor of Arts in 1631, and Master of 
Arts in 1635. He came to New Eng- 
land in 1637 and settled In Charlestown 
where he took up his work In the 
ministry: but only for a year. HLs 
early death at the age of twenty-nine, 
gave to Harvard lasting benefit for he 
left to the college half his fortune 
and Ills library of 300 books. Of the 
library but one volume semains as the 
rest were destroyed in the fire at 
Harvard Hall. 

Mr. Hodges showed in an interest 
ing manner the probable friendship 
between Harvard's family und Shukes- 
peare, the boy’s early life in school 
and college (how' different from 
school-boy life today) and the terrible 
results of the plague which caused the 
deaths of five of the Harvard family, 
in five weeks, and probably Influenced 
John In his choice of the ministry as 
a profession. 

A most attractive picture was drawn 
of hlsiorlc Southwurk, the ante-cham- 
ber of London. John Harvurd's home 
was near the entrance to London 
Bridge with Ms fearful crown of mal- 
efactors'* heads ; the Glob Theatre was 
opposite the home, St. Saviour’s 
church behind il, at one side; 
stretching down the street lay 
niue Inns headed by the Boar’s Head 
and Including the Tabard and Queen’s 
Head inns. 

A wonderful place was Southwark, 
the home of the theatre, the resting- 
place of all foreigners entering Lon- 
don.

The Pierian Club of Newton Upper 
Falla met with Mrs. Bernard Billings 
on Wednesday afternoon.

SIX CENT TRANSFERS 

There was slight Interest manifest- 
ed at the hearing before the Rallroud 
commissioners, last Tuesday morn- 
ing, when the petition of the Newton 
Street Railway Co. for permis- 
sion to charge six cents on each faro 
where transfers wore issued. 

President James L. Rich&rds said 
It was purely a business proposition, 
and submitted printed statements of 
the financial condition of each divis- 
ion of the company. Tho directors be- 
lieved that Ihe public would prefer to 
pay the additional cent rather than 
have employees’ wages cut down, or 
Ihe service materially reduced. Tho 
Company haH a perfect logal right to

>2500 additional revenue. The Hix 
cent transfer Is expected to add >8600 
to the receipts of the Compauy, and 
the Company hopes the Incase will 
be suiflcieut to avoid a general rais- 
ing of fares to six cents.

vision that the rate of fare should be 
five cents and entitle the paseenger 
to a free transfer. If the Railroad 
Commissioners determine that the fi- 
nancial condition of these street rail- 
ways Is such at the present time, that 
the petition should be granted and 
transfers Issued on the payment of 6 
cents, it Is suggested that the change 
Hhould be temporary only, and for a 
period not exceeding one year. 

Alderman Charles F. Avery en- 
dorsed the position taken by Mr. Slo- 
cum. 

City Solicitor T. F. Carey of Wal- 
tham said the proposition was most 
unusual. In 1904 the Newton Co. con- 
solidated with other street railways 
whlcl^ were not in paying condition, 
and now asks that the commission al- 
low them to make the public contrib- 
ute to make the enterprise profitable. 
He believed the Company to be ex- 
travagant In Its management. The 
Lexington line, he stated, which for- 
merly paid dividends, had now dis- 
continued paying them. 

Alderman Kearns of Waltham said 
that he estimated that only 25% of 
Waltham passengers asked for trans- 
fers. Waltham 1 b so compact that 
transfers are not worth the extra 
cent, and the transfer business Ib so 
small that results would not justify 
the measure. 

Mr. Samuel Tarplln of Newton Cen- 
tre, who said he represented the citi- 
zens of Newton, had a controversy 
with City Solicitor Slocum as to the 
right of the alderman to violate con- 
tracts with the Company. Mr. Slocum 
replied that the supreme courts of the 
state and nation had stated that the 
relations between municipalities and 
street railway companies were not 
contractual and that the city in this 
case hod waived none of its rights. 

In reply to questions and state- 
mentB, Mr. Richards Bald that the 
consolidation of 1904 had Included 
companies which had paid good divi- 
dends prior to that event, except that 
the Waltham city government had 
begged them to take over the bank- 
rupt Waltham Street Railway Co. 
The Newton Company purchases pow- 
er from the Newton & Boston Com- 
pany and the Waltham Gas Co., both 
of which the holding company con- 
trols, and at prices filed with the Gas 
Commissioners, based on a sliding 
scale depending on the amount of 
power used. The holding company 
includes the various street railways, 
the Waltham Gas and Norumbega 


park. The dividends paid annually 
by the holding company had been a® 
follows: 2 per cent, 4 per cent, 3 per 
cent, 2 per cent, 2M> por cent, 3 per 
cent and nothing for the past thre® 
quarters. In conclusion Mr. Richard® 
said it was impossible for the com- 
pany to borrow any money, and they 
muBt make an improvement in their 
financial condition to even renew the- 
floating indebtedness. The proposed, 
abolition of grade crossings in Wal- 
tham will cost between >75,000 antt 
>100,000 and >40,000 must be expended 
this year in repairs to even make the* 
roadbed safe.

THE NEED OF UNIFORM LEGISLA- 
TION.

All the world on this great Ameri- 
can continent subscribes to the doc- 
trine that “all men are born free and 
equal,*’ but there can be no equality 
without equal opportunity. Equal 
opportunity Is Ihe birthright of every 
child, and It is the duty of the women 
of this country to see that they have 
It. That means that there must bo 
such laws in every one of the forty- 
live Slates as will insure to every 
child the sacred right lo an environ- 
ment in which he can grow strong 
and his powers expand lo the utmost. 

It menus that, up to the age of six- 
teen he shall have the protection of 
the law against, the demand of busi- 
ness competition for child labor be- 
cause it is cheap. 

It means that no child shall be de- 
prived of Its birthright in free Amer- 
ica of a good English education, and 
that there must, be laws making it 
compulsory upon parents and guard- 
ians lo send every child to school un- 
til it has received that much from the 
State. 

It means that the State has no right 
to brand as a criminal, a child who is 
too young to be held in lasv to the j 
liabilities of a civil contract, and thal 
therefore there must, be Juvenile 
Courts and probation officers to deal 
with minors who have gone astray, 
and bring them back to their normal 
condition and make good citizens of 
them. 

It. means that the law must recog- 
nize that mothers as well as fathers 
are the natural guardians of their 
children, and that she is not to be de- 
prived of her duties and responsibili- 
ties unless she proves herself un- 
worthy of the sacred charge. 

It means that where the mother is 
of necessity ihe wage earner, her 
earnings shall be hers absolutely, 
free of the debts and control of her 
husband. 

It means that there should be a 
uniform Inw of marriage and divorce 
in all tlie Slates, so that we shall not 
have the anomaly of a ceremony mill 


and void In one State and valid in an- 
other, with all the consequent shams 
and misery to the qullty and innocent 
alike. 

It means that hasty marriages 
should be impossible, for marriage is 
a stale ns well as a contract, so that, 
the State has a right to step in and 
say, "Know your own mind before you 
assume such responsibilities for your- 
self and consequent results lo pos- 
terity.” If thirty days’ notice of in- 
tention before a marriage license 
coukl issue were necessary, It would 
decrease divorces fifty per cent. In 
the case of the divorce no decree 
should be absolute for one year, so 
that a new marriage could not be 
hastily consummated. 

As these are not subjects for feder- 
al legislation, it is necessary to go 
back to the States and work there, 
and. in order to work intelligently, 
every women should inform herself 
definitely as lo what laws are and 
what they ought to be. There Is a 
lamentable ignorance on those points 
even among intelligent club women, 
who are often well informed as to 
Greek history and the reasons for the 
fall of the Homan Empire. 

Tliut it is possible to accomplish 
much in the line of uniform legislation 
is shown by (he success of the Ameri- 
can National Bar Association In se- 
curing the passage or laws governing 
the commercial subject of negot Table 
paper. 'The same association is now 
actively engaged ill getting uniform 
State legislation as to divorce laws, 
but in this women must assist, es 
peeially in making healthy public 
sentiment. 

The lime to get legislation easily is 
before there are selfish and sordid In- 
terests to combat. In one of our 
j Southern States, where there has 
been a law putting the age limit for 
child labor at twelve years, the silk 
manufacturers got the restrict ion re- 
moved. so that childhood there had 
for a time no protection. 

The most precious thing in the 
world to the true woman is a little 
child, and In its behalf she need never 
fear to demand the attention of those 
who are intrusted by the people with 
ihe high duly of making laws for the 
protection of not only political and 
business Interests, but for the protect- 
ion of family life as well.

SUPPRESSION OF TUBERCULOSIS 

At the request of the General Fed- 
eration of Women’s Clubs a bill has 
been introduced in both houses of 
Congress (Senate Bill 3,117; House 
Bill 18.445), "To Investigate and de- 
velope Methods of Treatment of 
Tuberculosis.” The intention of the 
bill is educational, and embraces: 
1. Supplying, free of cost, an author- 
itative statement of the best methods 
of treating tuberculosis; 2. Supply- 
ing, free of cost, reports on later de- 
velopments and other literature hav- 
ing for its object the suppression of 
tuberculosis; 3. For the collection of 
data, models nnd plans which shall 
form a permanent exhibit. 

Scientists agree that the only way 
of suppressing tuberculosis is to edu- 
cate the public in Us prevention and 
cure. The General Federation of Wom- 
en’s Clubs with its large membership 
of intelligent women in every State 
furnishes the working organization 
which can effectively use the educa- 
tional material provided by this bill 

We ask all who wish the scourge 
in forming a public opinion that shall 
demand uniform health laws through- 
out the country.

PROGRESS IN AIGRETTE CRU- 
SADE 

The club women in this vicinity who 
have labored earnestly to suppress the 
wearing of aigrettes will be gratified 
at the good news in the following 
press dispatch from New York: 

••Less bird has been spilled to deco- 
rate the Easter bonnets of American 
women this year than ever in recent 
history. It was declared by experts 
in this cily today. Based on 
careful examination of the millinery 
market as well as reports from agents 
throughout the country, this conclu- 
sion was announced at the headquar- 
ters of the National Association of 
Audubon Societies. That a minority 
among the women of this country still 
demands the scalps of ihe mother her- 
on for aigrettes is shown by the illicit 
and secret traffic in these plumes 
which officers of the Audubon Associ- 
ation assert is today being conducted 
by the plume hunters in sections of 
South America as well as southern 
Europe, Africa and Asia. The Audu- 
bon workers are today unable to 
effectively check the distribution from 
this city of aigrettes Irrespective of 
where they come from to the women 
who still wear them. Wherever the 
milliners still persist in offering for 
sale such Illicit goods, however, the 
Audubon Association Is today taking 
active measures to stamp out the 
practice, which women’s organizations 
in every town In the country are writ- 
ing them they no longer countenance. 
Seven millinery establishments in Col- 
umbos nnd Cincinnati have just been 
convicted and heavily fined, it was re- 
ported by the Audubon agents today, 
for having aigrettes In their posses 
sion for sole. Until tills traffic is final- 
ly stopped and the plumage of all 
wild birds from this or any other 
country Is no longer bundled by the 
milliners, the Audubon workers de- 
clare their campaign will be fought oil 
along these lines. Tills movement, 
they declare, is international, not sect- 
ional or local.”

NEWCOMB’S 


The unanimous opinion of the Su- 
preme Court that ihe proposed three 
mill tax on Intangible personal proper- 
ty Is unconstitutional has killed all 
hope of immediate relief from the 
present burdens of taxation. The 
decision was not unexpected, altho it 
was hoped that the Court would find 
dial the equality demanded in the con- 
st Hut ion might apply to each class of 
taxable property, and not. to all class- 
es alike. The next step will be the In- 
troduction of a constitutional amend- 
ment to pave (he way for this desir 
able change In our taxation laws. 

Representative Garcelon’s bill to 
prohibit the partial use of an oppos 
ing party name, by regular candidates 
is speeding its way thru the Senate, in 
spite of ihe opposition of Senator Va- 
lley. As it has already passed Ihe 
House, tt Is probably a safe bet that 
it will prevent “Independent Republi- 
can” nominations by Democratic can- 
dilates in this senatorial district next 
fall. 

The .Metropolitan Affairs committee 
has voted, eight to seven, lo report a 
blanket boulevard bill, which ought to 
be buried when It reaches the Great 
and General Court. It is said to be 
cleverly drawn, so as lo receive the 
support of every boulevard petitioner 
in the Legislature. Bs probable cost 
to the state ami district is unknown, 
even to Us advocates. One boulevard 
alone, designed to connect the north 
and south park systems, will plow a 
path thru the thickly settled portions 
of Cambridge and Somerville, and the 
land damages will amount to nearly a 
million. Representative Lothrop is a 
dissenter from this report, and has 
hopes that he can defeat the measure 
when it conies up for action. Bos- 
lon’s Finance commission has voted to 
oppose the proposed bill. The finan- 
cial features are well worth consider- 
ing. altho definite details are lacking 
at this time. It is said that the cost is 
limited to an amount equal to the an- 
nual sinking fund charges now as- 
sessed upon the district. This is un- 
derstood to be $li>5,000 annually and 
will necessitate a corresponding in- 
crease in Ihe assessments for the 
sinking fund and interest charges for 
the new loans. The heavy burden al 
ready placed on the Metropolitan dis- 
trict ought to warn our legislators, 
that Is imprudent to add further lux- 
uries in the way of parks and boule- 
vards. 

A hill has been favorably reported 
to allow police officers, one day off in 
thirty, without loss of pay and in ad- 
dition to any vacation now allowed. 
It is problematical what action our 
representatives will take on this meas- 
ure which will require two additional 
policeman in Newton, and will ulli 
mutely cost approximately $2300 each 
year, li would seem as if such a 
measure ought to have a referendum 

qulring acceptance by the city gov- 
ernment.

Even with the thermometer at sum- 
mer degrees it was often necessary to 
close all the windows to shut out the 
stench of the slowly smouldering 
filth, n seems ir^redlble that any 
city will consent to such a state or 
things in a thickly populated district, 
and especially one not given over to 
emigrants or the lower classes of la- 
borers. The petition was received 
and the people assured that such a 
state of things would no longer con- 
tinue, but this spring, the fires have 
been sending their clouds of smoke in- 
to all our houses in the same old way, 
washings are sprinkled with their soot 
and ashes, and the waste paper which 
does not get burned disfigures and 
chokes our fences and back yards, 
driven by the high winds from the 
dump which is continually receiving 
new loads from the weekly ash and 
paper carts. 

Today in spite of the terrible warn- 
ing of Sunday, in the midst of a wind 
almost as high as the one that sent 
ruin to Clielsea the smoke and cinders 
are flying every where from the burn- 
ing going on at the usual place. 

It seems as if any one who had read 
the papers of the last week and the 
suffering and devastation from a simi- 
lar source, might take warning there- 
by. 

Must Newton an ideal city In so 
many respects, endure such a blot 
within its borders or shall the rights 
of her citizens to fresh and untainted 
air be respected and freedom from the 
danger of blowing cinders and paper 
I be done away with. If the street 
commissioner Is unable to cope with 
so large (?) a problem, cannot the next 
election solve It.

question arises what to do with them 
through the warm weather.

There are different kinds of cold 
storage. That employed by Lnmson 
& Ilublmrd, furriers and hatters, nt Its 
Roxbury storage rooms is now, and 
has been pronounced by experts to be 
perfect. Furs, clothing, rugs, etc., are 
received nt. the owner’s valuation. 

Tho Arm calls for and delivers nil 
articles to bo stored and gives re- 
ceipts. After being cleaned and re- 
paired at the firm’s store nt 92 Bed- 
ford street, the articles are conveyed 
to the storage rooms in Roxbury. 
These rooms aro absolutely fireproof, 
moisture-proof because of the mineral 
wool used between ihe 36-inch walls 
and Ihe English enamelled brick lin- 
ing. and absolutely burglar proof, as a 
modern safe door provides the only 
means of entrance or exit from the 
rooms.

ONCE. 


Dependent tor many years on an 
antiquated system by which it was 
necessary to call up each station 
house separately, thus losing much 
valuable time, tho Philadelphia De- 
partment ol' Public Safety, which lias 
charge of the city’s police, recently 
installed a system of simultaneous 
telephony by which a message may be 
sent from a single transmitter to 
thirty-five points at once. 

The wires aro so connected that, 
by throwing a slnglo switch, all the 
stations are brought luio tho circuit 
urn) the words spoken by the opera- 
tor at tlie central station aro heard 
at each of the outlying stations sim- 
ultaneously. The operators are pro- 
vided with a harness holding both 
transmitter und receiver to their head 
so that their hands may be left free 
lo operate typewriters lo lake down 
messages. 

When tho switch at the central is 
not thrown Into the circuit the tele- 
phones may be used to converse with 
a single station as usual without ne- 
cessitating tho use of another tele 
phone. Similarly it. Is also possible 
to have a message como from any sta- 
tion and go to all the others simul- 
taneously without waiting to be re- 
peated at I ho central olllce. 

The system has boon perfected by 
a Philadelphian, after ten years’ ex- 
perimenting. It is said that a Vienna 
newspaper has a somewhat simllinr 
apparatus by means of which it sends 
out news by telephone to upward of 
SOD subscribers.

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It Is with considerable reluctance 
that we venture to oppose the strong 
desires of such an Influential set of 
gentlemen, as are behind Ihe project 
to induce the .Metropolitan conmls 
sions to accept large areas of land In 
Newton and Brookline for park pur- 
poses. The plan to preserve these 
beautiful areas, particularly the Ham 
mond’s pond district, Is entirely com- 
mendable, but the financial aspects of 
the situation, demand attention. In 
this connection, we do not believe the 
aldermen of this city acted wisely, in 
passing, without careful investigation, 
the resolution in which the city of 
Newton is placed on record as favor- 
ing this matter. Newton has a deep in- 
terest in the various metropolitan 
projects, as our share of the expenses 
are large and constantly increasing. 
At the present time the district Is un- 
der obligations amounting to the enor- 
mous sum of over 166,000,000. Newton 
paid last year, out of a rate of $16.40 
per $1,000, the sum of $1.83 for metro- 
politan purposes, over one tenth of the 
entire levy. The plan now under con 
templation, would add fully $400,000 
as soon as authorized of which our 
share would be practically four per 
cent. Tn view of the Imminent danger 
of the district being saddled with an 
unknown amount of debt for boule- 
vard purposes, now being urged upon 
the Legislature, residents of this city 
should not embarnss our represents 
tives who are fighting that measure, 
with such a back fire as this proposed 
improvement would surely start. 

Again it is hard to see the advan- 
tages which the connecting link be- 
tween the Hammonds pond district 
and the Charles river parkway will 
bring to this city. No one would ever 
think of passing from the Middlesex 
Fells region to the Blue Hill reserva- 
tion by such a round about course as | 
the committee have in view. It is a i 
strained attempt on its face, to make 
an arbitrary connection in order to 
salve the consciences of those in au- 
thority, by the claim that this taking 
would connect existing parkways. 

We believe, further, that our friends 
in Chestnut hill do not fully realize 
what it would mean to that delightful 
village ,to be in such close contact 
with a metropolitan reservation, so 
near tne city of Boston. It is conceiv- 
able that the future would see large 
crowds of all kinds of people, throng- 
ing thru that village, trespassing up- 
on the beautiful estates, littering the I 
streets with rubbish, and being sooth- 1 
ed and entertained by a paternal park 
commission, aided by a complaisant 
legislature, with so called band con- 
certs, swan boats on the pond, and 
other alleged attractions which are 
not only possible, but extremely prob- 
able. 

In place of this possibility, we be- 
lieve that the reBidentB of Chestnut 
hill should ask that the Hammonds 
pond region be taken by the city for 
park purposes. Its future would then 
be under local control, and the evi^ 
dent desire of those interested that , 
the present conditions continue, would 
be more nearly realized. We believe 
that it would be possible to make 
some agreement with the Lowell es- 
tate. which owns Ihe larger part of 
this district, by which the land could 
be deeded ihe city, und leased back to 
tile estnte, llius ensuring ultimate pub- 
lic ownership, without Incurring any 
large expense. 

The metropolitan movement, we be- 
lieve is against the best interests of 
this city,

A large gathering of prominent res- 
ilient? of Newton, Chestnut Hill and 
Brookline appeared at the hearing 
given by the Metropolitan Improve- 
ment Commission nt 20 Beacon street, 
Boston, last Wednesday afternoon, on 
the proposition that the cotnnmsloi' 
recommend the taking of largo nreta 
of land In Rrookline and Newton for 
park purposes, connecting the Metro- 
politan systems, north and south of 
Boston. The plan ns outlined by Mr. 
.Tames D. Colt of Chestnut Hill, who 
marshalled the forces of the petition- 
ers. began nt the West Hoxbury park 
way and extended across Brookline-, 
In cl tiding 120 acres of park Innus 
owned by that town, tho district 
known ns Lost Pond, something like 
200 acres mound Hammond's pond, 
thence across Commonwealth avenue, 
and thru tho Edmands and Shannon 
properties to Cabot woods, then by 
Cnbot Park. Boyd’s Pond park to the 
Charles river reservation at Water- 
town Mr. Colt said the assessed val- 
uation of the lands lo be taken was 
about $271,000 and he thought that tlw 
entire project would involve something 
like $400,000 for land takings. The 
plan had been thoroughly considered 
by a representative committee and 
complied with three essentials. The 
scheme must commend itself both to 
the Metropolitan Improvement Com- 
mission and the Metropolitan Park 
Commission. It must bo a necessary 
part of the Metropolitan park system 
and it must be feasible at the lowest 
possible cost. The total area taken 
is 502 acres and the extreme length is 
nearly 7 miles. The plan includes 
3ome four orftve small houses of little 
value. The beauty of the woods and 
ledges around H.’tmmonds pond 
dwelt upon by Mr. Colt and the fact 
that the present ice houses there 
would be undisturbed He believed 
tho time to make this improvement 
was now as there were signs of a 
rapid increase in population and con- 
sequent erection of new buildings. 

Mr. John G. Wright of Chestnut Hill 
spoke of the importance of securing 
the wild lands about Hammond’s 
pond, as a duty to the generations yet 
to come. He said it was almost a 
crime to even risk losing this land for 
such a purpose. He favored keeping 
the land in ttH present wild condition. 

Hon. J. M. W. Hall of Newton Cen- 
tre said there were so many argu 
menta In favor of the project that he 
could hardly think of an objection. 
He claimed it would be very difficult j 
to find any city in the United States 
with such an attractive spot for a 
park. He thought the land ought to 
be left iu all its simplicity and In all 
its beauty. 

Mr. Richard M. Saitonstall of Chest- 
nut Hill spoke earnestly of his deep 
interest In the project. He admitted 
that he had lived for 48 years In this 
vicinity, all his life in fact. He recall- 
ed the tremendous changes which had 
taken place ill Chestnut Hill and its 
rapid changes into a suburban dis- 
trict, with the wooded lands fast dis- 
appearing. He said that this district 
while attractive for its scenic beauty 
was not desirable for tho best real 
dential purposes, and feared an Influx 
of cheaper buildings Mr. Saitonstall 
expressed his nbhorence of the auto- 
mobile and the danger to those who 
used the public streets for walking, 
driving or riding. He wanted this res- 
ervation so that there couhl be some 
relief front the automobile. He was 
equally emphntic in his belief that 
tho boulevard was not desirable and 
a constant source of expense. He 
closed with the statement that this 
was a movement by public spirited 
men. and not a real estate scheme. 

Mr. A. p. Carter spoke for the Civic 
Federation of Newton and letters 
were read from Congressman John W. 
Weeks, Henry LeFavour and resolu- 
tion of the Selectmen of Brookline. 

Alderman Frank A. Day suggested 
if there was u forward stand to be 
taken in the way of extensions of ihe 
park system, this project ought to be 
given a front place. Personally he 
felt thnl the Metropolitan parks should 
stand still for at least five years. 
Others who spoke were Judge R. R. 
Bishop, Francis W. Lee. Albert L. Lin- 
coln, Dana Estes uml City Solicitor 
Slocum of Newton. 

Mr. Gargan of the commission ask- 
ed many questions of the speakers and 
flnnlly received an affirmative reply 
from Mr. Colt to the question, if the 
petitioners would be satisfied with a 
recommendation from this comm Is 
slon tlint the lands he acquired and 
that no further expense be incurred 
for fivo years.

CIVIC CLUB 

The spring meeting of the Civic 
Club 01 Newton, composed of present 
and past members of the city govern- 
ment. was held at the Newton club- 
house. Newlonville, on Wednesday 
evening. Hon. Henry E. Bothfeld, the 
president, was in the choir, and about 
forty members and friends were pres- 
et! t. 

Prof. Charles J. Bullock of Harvard 
University, chairman of the recent 
Commission on Taxation, addressed 
Ihe chib on matters of taxation, with 
particular reference to the proposed 
three mill tax on Intangible property. 
The present system Prof. Bullock 
said had been termed confiscation 
tempered with favoritism and tax 
dodging. He declared iL was impos- 
sible to make people pay from 40 to 
50% of their income from personal 
property in the form of taxes. Prof. 
Bullock showed by charts and figures, 
the gradual separation of the ratios 
of amounts of personal property and 
real property during the past cen- 
tury. Beginning in 1804, when the 
personal property paid more than 50% 
of the total levy of Boston, down to 
1907, when the personal property 
paid but 18%% of the levy of Boston. 
This ratio Prof. Bullock believed, 
would eventually drop lo 5% if the 
present system of taxation was con- 
tinued. Illustrations of the working 
of the present system of taxation in 
Ohio, showed - clearly the results to be 
attained here in Massachusetts if our 
tax laws were fully enforced. Prof. 
Bullock said the commission were in- 
formed that the three mill proposl 
tlon was unconstitutional, but be- 
lieved the sole remedy was to amend 
the constitution. With reference to 
Newton, Prof. Bullock said that fig 
ures showed that we were better off 
than Boston in that our personal prop 
erty, which was 31% of the total in 
1871. had dropped to only 25% in 1907. 
He estimated that we were not getting 
but one tenth of the intangible prop 
erty there was in the city, and knew 
of cases where persons taxed for leas 
than $50,000 might be taxed for a mil- 
lion without difficulty. In anawer to 
questions, Prof. Bullock gave some in- 
teresting reasons why real estate 
should bear a higher proportion of the 
tax than Intangible property. 

At the conclusion of the address, 
light refreshments were served.
